A NNE by the Grace of God, Queen of 
A Great-Britain, France and _ Ireland, 
Defender of the Faith, To Our Lyon King 
at Arms, and his Brethren, Heraulds, Pur- 
fevants, Macers, and Meflengers at (rms, 
Our Sheriffs in that Part, cenjunély and 
feverally, fpecially conftitute, Greeting; 
Whereas feveral Addrefles have been laid be- 
fore Our Parliament, againft an Incorporating 
Union with England in the Terms of the Articles 
Treaty, 

ave had them under Confideration : And all 
the good Subjects of Our ancient Kingdom 
ought to reft Affured and Contented, That 
We and Our Eftates of Parliament, have, 
and will proceed, in that Matter, with all 
due Regard and Tendernefs to the Honour 
and Intereft of this Our ancient Kingdom, 
both as to their Civil and Religious Con- 
cerns ; Yet We are informed, that, never- 
thelefs, feveral Heretors and others who fub- 
fcribed Addreffes to Our Parliament of this 
Our ancient Kingdom, againft an Inccrporating 
Union, in the Terms of the faid Articles bd 
Treaty, are coming to Edinburgh in confi- 
derable Numbers, and Tumultuous Manner, 
from feveral Corners of this Kingdom, up- 
on Pretence to fee what Effect their Ad- 


dreffes have had, and what Return the Pat- 


liament will give them. And We are alfo 
inform’d, That feveral take upon them by 
Letters and Verbal Meflages, to Invite and 
Convocat Heretors and others to come to 
Edinburgh upon the forefaid Pretence ; And 
We being fenfible that fuch Practices are 
unwarrantable and feditious, and may be of 
dangerous Confequence, if tolerated, at this 
Jun@ure. Therefore, We, with the Advice 
of the Eftates of Parliament, do ftriétly 
Prohibire and Difcharge all fuch unwarrant- 


-able and feditious Convocating of Our Leid- 
ges, or Inviting and the Requiring them . 


to meet and conveen at any particular Place, 

upon any certain Day or Days, in che fedi- 

tious and diforderly Manner above-men- 

‘tioned ; and Prohibites ail fuch Meetings. 


that Our Eftates of Parliament | 


and Gathering of Our Subjeéts as unwarrant- 
to Law. As alfo, We 


able and contra 
Prohibite and Difcharge all Our Subje@s to 
take upon them to Invite or Conveen Our 
Leidges to meet together in any Affemblies 
not Eitablifhed by Law, under the Pains of 
Illegall Convocations and Sedition, conform 
to the Laws and Aas of Parliament made 
thereanent. And We with Advice forefaid, 
Recommend it to the Lords of Our Privy 
Council, to Enquire after, and caufe Pro- 
fecute fach as thall be guilty of the unwar- 
rantable and feditious Practices aforefaid, and 
to take what other effectual Courfes they 
fhall judge proper for preventing and fup- 
prefling thereof. Our will is herefore, That 
incontinent thir Our Letters feen, ye pafs to

Mercat-croffes of the Head-burghs within 
this Our ancient Kingdom, and there make 
publick Intimation of this Our Pleafure, 
that fo none may pretend Ignorance, and 
Ordains thefe prefents to be Printed.

Minutes of the Proceedings of Parliament, Fri- 


day Dec. 27. The Lord Chancellor acquainted - 


the Parliament, that notwithftanding the {é- 
veral Addreffes brought in and prefented to 
the Parliament again{ft an Incorporating U- 
nion with England in the Terms of the Ar- 
ticles have been under due Confideration 
during the whole deliberate p rocedure upon 
the Articles of Union, yet there. is now In- 
formation that Letters are fent through fe- 
veral Corners of the Kingdom, defiring the 
Subfcribers of thofe Addreffes to come in and 
affemble at Edinburgh, upon. pretence of 
waiting the effea& of the faid Addreffes and 
of knowing what ee Parliament will 
give them ; all whichdM® was directed by his 
Grace her Majetty’s high Commiflioner to 


lay before the Parliament, to the effe& pro- ° 
per. Meafures may be refolv’d upon for pre- 


venting any evil Confequences from thefe 
Practices. And after fome Difcotrfe there- 
upon, a Proclamation was. brought in and 


read aggintt all fuch Meetings and gather- 


ings of the Subje@s, as unwarrantable aad 


contrary toLaw ; and after furder Difcourfe, 
‘as to the ground of the Information, her Ma- 
jeity’s. High Commiffioner was pleas’d' to: 
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tify to the Parliament, that He had Informa- 
tion from feveral Corners of the Kingdom 
of the great Pains and Methods which had 
been ufed to procure Subfcriptions to Ad- 
dreffes, and to call in to Edinburgh the Sub- 
{cribers againft a precife Day to back thofe 
Addreffes. And after debate’ upon che 
Draught of the Proclamation, the Vote was 
ftated, approve of the Proclamation or not. 
But before Voteing it was agreed to mark 
the Members Votes, and that the Lift of their 
Names, as they fhall Vote, be Printed and 
Recorded. And George Lockhart of Carin- 
wath gave in the following Proteftation, viz. 
I George Lockhart of Carinwath proteft for 
my felf, and all others who fhall adhere to 
this my Proteftation, that this Proclamation 
now offer’d to be emitted, difchargingBarons, 
Freeholders, and’ Heritors within this King- 
dom to come to Edinburgh in time of fitting 
of Parliament, fhall no ways prejudice the 
Rights and Priviledges of the Barons and 
Freeholders of this Kingdom competent to 
them by the Laws of the Nation. Which 
being read he took Inftruments thereupon, 
and the adherers were allow’d to be mark’d 
at caliing the Rolls. Then the Vote was 
put approve of the Proclamation or not, and 
it carried approve by 50. And feveral Mem- 
bers adher'd to the Proteftation given in by 
George Lockhart of Carinwath. Then the

high Commiffioner adjourn’d the Parliament 
till Monday next.
